Col. Frank James, the ex-bandit 
and brother of Jesse James, the 
notorious outlaw, was the guest of 
tho Elks of Mayfield last week, 
during the Mayfield Elk’s carnival 
Capt. Tom Henry, of this county, 
went to Mayfield to see James. A 
special to the Paducan News-Dem 
ocrat says: 

Mr. Henry walked up to James, 
covering part of his face with his 
hands, to see if he could recognize 
him, but there was not a moment 
lost by Col James in doing so, al- 
though they had not seen each 
other for thirty years. Captain 
Henry was one of Quantrell’s most 
daring lieutenants. Captain Hen- 
ry was in command .of a raid on 
the Kentucky river at Clifton, 
James being with him, when Hen- 
ry was wounded five times, onoe 
right above the mouth, and the 
bullet hole is plainly seen now. 
He was captured there, after hav- 
ing lain on the battlefield two days 
and one night, and was hauled 40 
miles on a slide to near Bloomfield 
in Nelson county. There he was 
rescued by James and Quantrell. 
After six weeks lying up Captain 
Henry again took the saddle and 
about the first day of seivice he 
received his sixth wound, and was 
again captured and carried to Lou 
isville and tried for his life, after 
remaining in prison Jfor twelve 
months. He was released, howev- 
er, in tho spring of lHfifi and then 
went to Texas, but has been liv- 
ing at Marion for the past thirty 
years.”

It has been suggested by latter-day 
sanitarians that the plan of all houses 
in the future should include one room 
especially for Use in illness a hosp.tal 
room. It is urged that this could lie 
done without any g.'-'ai additional ex- 
penditure of money or loss of spner, 
because such a room could be used a» 
an ordinary bedroom until the time 
came to turn it into u sick-room, says 
Youth's Companion. 

Where snob a room is out of the 
question it is not a difficult matter to 
prepare :i hygienic room for sick nurs- 
ing in tin 1 u) rriige house or apart nicut, 
if certain necc»sary conditions lire 
borne in mind. 

In the first place, the best room, in 
the sense of best lighted mid venti- 
lated, should lie reserved for this pur- 
pose. It should get direct sunlight 
for some part of every day. and there 
tu hi Id lie provision for free Ingress 
ai d egress of air. 

The next consideration is the doing 
away wiili draperies nnd upholstery. 
In a ease of severe acute illness, fevers 
and the like, it is most important that 
there should tie no dust -ea tolling. .-I u f- 
fy materials about; the bed should be 
of metal, the necessary articles of 
furniture should b" washable, as also 
the floor, and, if possible, even the 
walls. 

The new sanitary wall-papers are 
good in design; a simple painted wall 
need nof lie inartistic, and walls that 
will bear washing do not Imply bare 
solatium A hardwood floor, or a 
common stained one. can easily be 
wiped each day with n damp cloth 
wrung out of a weak solution of 
bichloride of mercury; plain chairs 
and laldes and the metal bed can be 
tr> ated in the same manner. All rugs 
should be curried away, and felt shoes 
should be worn if the bare floors cause 
noise. 

It i< important to remember that 
utensils should nev -r be emptied and 
cleansed in the sick-room. They 
should l>e taken outside, and before 
they are brought back a little clean 
water, to which lias been added some 
antiseptic solution, siieli ns carbolic 
acid or chlorides, -houlil lie poured into 
them. 

Finally, if one is suddenly called to 
take charge of a sick-room, it should 
never lie forgotten that there is no ill- 
ness to which fresh air is a menace: 
that the more freely Itcan lie admitted 
by day and by night, without blowing 
directly on the bed. the more chance 
the patient lias of a good recovery. 

It should be remembered also that a 
damp cloth, as a cleansing agent, is 
worth ail the brooms nnd feather dus- 
ters ever invented, and that a little 
common sense is better than much 
paraphernalia.

Do not press or 
squeeze the pulps, ns that will make 
tin* jelly cloudy, but tip up the end* 
of cloth occasionally. When all the 
juice lias run through, measure, and 
allow a pound of granulated sugar to 
a pint of juice; warm the sugar in 
the oven, and return juice to the tire 
and boil for 15 minutes; skim, strain 
again, then add the sugar and allow 
it to boil up once, or until the juice 
thickens on the edge of u spoon. 
Pour about an inch of boiling water 
into a large tin pan, roll the glasses 
in it, and allow them to stand in it 
as you fill them. Place in the sun or 
a dry place until the jelly is thor- 
oughly set, and in a day or two cover 
with paper and put on the covers. It 
is said that jelly should never 1)9 
mailt on a damp day.— Ludlea* World, 
New York.

Writing from Texas to Horae nnd 
form, a correspondent says: Early 
planted cotton, where not damaged by 
storms, would have made on eqorpotls 
crop had not root 'rot soiled It. This 
plague Is more to be dreaded by ths 
black land cotton planter than worms 
or weevils, although they don't fall 
exhibit their destructive capacity. 

This “dying of cotton" Is thought by 
many to bo caused by an excess of Qj- 
kall In the soli, but thnt has been 
proved not to bo the case. The mis- 
chief Is done by a fungous growth 00 
the root. That fungus Is partial to cer- 
tain soils and plants. Our black, waxy 
soils arc Its favorite haunt, and COttop. 
alfalfa ami sweet potatoes are Its Dffr 
ferred foods. It doe: not eoom tQ^bo 
able to exist where the soil Is under- 
laid with cloy. It requires a peculiar 
combination of heat and moisture to 
develop the iqiores of tho fungi, and 
thnt combination we hnvo hod this 
year, with a result that Is very, dlB- 
couruglug. In this district wo nlway& 
suffer from the plngue, but tula year 
“beats tho record.” In my County 
there are thousands of acres of cotton 
affected, and from 60 to 73 per cent of 
the acreage Is dead. 

The spores have bceu so increased 
and invigorated by a congenial season 
thut It will be a reckless act to plant 
cotton on the same land next year. 

No absolute remedy has yet been dis- 
covered to prevent root rot on badly In- 
fected soils, but It htm been demonstrat- 
ed that a change of cotton on to luyd 
that has been under other crops for 
several years has a tendency to ml& 
gate the mischief, and I would strong- 
ly urge formers who have bad a bad 
case of “dying cotton" to change the 
location of their next crop, no matffer 
how foul the land may be. The fouler 
the land the better t banco for tlm 
ton If tho foulness is plowed finder m , 
It ought to be,

Evansville, Ind., Oct 2d. — Late 
this afternoon J. H. Moore and R. 
H. Willinins, local United States 
stonmbont inspectors, gave their 
repoiton tho city of Golconda dis- 
aster, which occurred four miles 
nbov) Paducah August 19th, and 
in which seventeen lives wete 
lost. 

The report says the accident was 
caused by a severe windstorm, 
which came up suddenly, giving 
but n momentary warning of its 
presence and striking the vessel 
before those on board had time to 
prepare for safety. 

The boat, when capsized, left 
nothing for the officers to do but 
to go to work nnd save the lives of 
those on board. 

The inspectors assert that the 
orew of the boat was in no way re- 
sponsible for the accident. 

“The accident was unavoidable, 
so far ns the officers were concern- 
ed” snye the report. 

Tho report closes with these 
words: 

‘ The disaster was incident to 
the perils of navigation and be- 
yond human power and skill to 
pro vent.”
